2) to do his 
best to get a music appreciation 
group active with the specific aims 
of having great artists in Lisner 
auditorium in the fields of classics 
and jazz. 3) to institute a means 
by which students can thoroughly 
investigate the national political 
scene in an academic climate; 4) 
to do everything in his power to 
have: a) a full investigation into 
the feasibility of instituting and 
operating an honor system at the 
University, b) intercollegiate de- 
bate at the University, and c) an 
investigation into the prices In 
the bookstore; 4) In the activities 
field, to have closer coordination 
between the council and the co- 
chairman to attempt to aid the 
overall effect of strengthening so- 
cial activities.

• DR. HOWARD MAXWELL MERRIMAN, professor of American Diplomatic History, is all 
the distinction and scholarliness that his name implies, but these qualities^ of Dr. Merriman 
are evenly blended with his warmth and Joviality, 

Dr. Merriman is a native ^of the ntid-west. He was bom and reared in the small, unheard- 
of town of Wyoming, Ohio. This history professor is a product of a family with many 


educators In its past. Dr. 
Merriman recelv^ his under- 
graduate degree from the 
University of- Cincinnati, but 
PhJ>.-wlse, he is a Harvard- 
Isn, and that la easily detected 
through his perfecUon and skill in 
the classroom. > 

An exciting'venture abroad filled 
the Interim between commence-’ 
ment at Cincinnati and the granT- 
ing of the Harvard Doctorate. 
Upon graduating from the Ohio 
college, he went to Harvard “to 
get my bearings” and then trotted 
off to Paris, where he lived for 
one and a half years on the Left 
Bank. Dr. Merriman attended a 
few classes at the Sorbonne, but 
never receive<l any type of diplo- 
ma. “If I got bored with Paris, 
it was nothing to take a thort trip 
to London, Rome, or Munich,” said 
Dr. Merriman. 

Up<xi his return to the United 
States, Dr. Merriman once again 
enrolled “very happily” in Har- 
vard. He becamd a teaching assist- 
ant to James Phinney Baxter II 
(currently President of Williams 
College) in American Diplomatic 
History, and began his doctoral 
work. The American Diplomatic 
post at George Washington Uni- 
versity was soon vacated by one of 
the foremost of American his- 
torians, Samuel Flagg Bemis. With 
his doctoral work not quite An- 
Ished. then-instructor Merriman 
waited a year and then assumed 
Bemi8^ old role here at George 
Washington. The course in Ameri- 
can Diploma Uc History had been 
well establiihed by Dr. -Bemla, tfid 
DO vital organizational *worfc waa 
needed when Dr. M er ri m an cam* 
here.

He arrived in 1937 and taught 
American HUtory, American Dip- 
lomatic History* and its corre- 
sponding seminar, and Current 
History. Now his counts include 
the Diplomatic and Seminar and a 
fairly new subject, Canada and 
the United States. He left in 1942 
at the beckoning of our good 
Uncle and spent four yeaio in Mil- 
itary Intelligence — entering as a 
private, moving up through the 
ranks, and sporting the bars of 
a second lieutenant upon hU dU- 
charge. He returned to the Uni- 
versity where he beqame execu- 
tive officer ot the HUtexy De- 
partmmt in 1953. 

CurrenUy, Dr. Menriman U en- 
gaged in hea^ rcecarch for hia 
forthcoming three-volume work on 
the -xweraeaa expanaion of tba 
Ikiited Statea. Dr. Merriman fig- 
urea it will take him practically 
the rmt ot hia life to complete 
this work, which has necessitated 
ail available archtvai atudy.

to author a alim volume on an In- 
terpretation of ninctenth centory 
U. S. diplomacy^ • 

Among Dr. MerHman'a favorite 
pasttimea are reading, the theatre, 
symphonies, and bridge. His fa- 
vorite sport, nowadays Is riding 
hU 16-month old aon, Jeffrey, in 
the stroller. “Jeffrey has changed 
my life these la^t two yeara,** 
stated Dr. Merriman, beaming. 

“My life hasn’t been a startling 
one. but a pleasant one— primarily 
teaming and research,” surmises 
Dr. Merriman. Indee^ it haa,been 
a pleasant one. As for tpe many 
who have had the good fortune to 
enjoy an association with Dr. 
Howard Maxwell Merriman aa 
either instructor or friend, their 
lives undoubtedly became more 
pleasant by It.
